Judge Wylie Accepted the Verdict—The Fore-

THE ACQUITTATL. 
SCENES IN AND OUT OF COURT BEFORE 
AND AFTER THE ACQUITTAL. 


W AsHINGTon, D. C., June 14.—[Speciai. }|— 
“The King is dead! Long live the King!” 
The volatile Washington population which 
a year ago was denouncing some of its best 
citizens who were members ot the jury which 
found two of the star-route defendants 
guilty and disagreed as to the rest, has today 
given an ovation to another jury because it 
found all of the same defendants not guilty. 
Twelve months ago there was an indictment 
for Foreman Dickson; today there were 
three cheers for Foreman Crane. Last sum- 
mer the Government counsel were sur- 
rounded by eager inquirers after the 
announcement of the  inconsequent- 
ial verdict, and wondering crowds 
expressed surprise that only two of the de- 
fendants were driven off by the Marshal to 
jail. Today the Government counsel did not 
seem to have the courage to face the defeat 
ot which they had heard in advance, while 
the wives of the defendants were escorted by 
gallant crowds to their carriages, and the de- 
fendants and jurymen were greeted with the 
loudest of huzzas. Yet the manifestations of 
popular approval seemed in both cases to 
have been singere. Possibly the events of 
the next few months will show why 
the Government has lost its 
prestige here. It certainiy has, even 
with those who are convinced that the star- 
route defendants were robbers, if not con- 
spirators. The Department of Justice is in 
disfavor. The large fees and the Bowen 
scandal helped to turn the tide. 

IN COURT. 

The crowd was much earlier in attendance 
at the court-room this morning, but no one 
seemed to have an intimation what the result 
Would be. The defendants were 
accustomed place in front of their saloon- 
office. It was noticed that the look 
upon Brady's face was, if possible, 
more confident than it had been be 
fore. Yet his face is sphynx-like, and 
it has been watched so closely for two years 
forany indications of weakness, discourage- 
ment, or surprise, that the greater confidence 
which he seemed to manifest was attrib- 
uted to his buoyant hope. It seems pretty 
evident, however, that the defendants as 
well as the prosecution had no information 
early this morning as to the conclusion. 
Those interested for the defense, in fact, last 
night stated that the jury stood nine to 
three and ten totwo for acquittal, and the 
information received from Foreman Crane 
since the verdict was rendered, showed the de- 
fendants even then knew the situation.“ You 
will find out nothing about it,” said an old 
court officer; they are hemmed in by Bail- 
iffs, and no one can get any access to them, 
and the Judge says he will keep them here 
all next week if itshall be necessary to get 
a verdict; and after Saturday he will take 
away their beds and put them under the 
strictest common law.” But the old Bailiff 
did not know as much as those in the saloon 
across the way. 

THE AUDIENCE. 

The spectators who were wise came early. 
John W. Dorsey was the first. His face was 
stil] careworn, but the huge knots of wrinkles 
which are sometimes seen upon his forehead 
were smoothed down, and he had slept bet- 
ter durtag the night. Mrs. Senator Dorsey 
was the next to come, evidently anxious to 
know the best, or worst, as soon as possible, 
and with her came the family of Col. Inger- 
soll. Ex-Senator Dorsey himself, as 10 
o’clock approached, came to the ante-room 
and sat where he could hear ali that was said 
without being observed himself. As 
10 o’clock struck Brady entered the 
thronged court-room, waited until a 
chair was brought, and sat down, 
apparently the most unconcerned man in 
the room. Vaile, the Missouri farmer, came 
in alone. He seemed more depressed than 
the rest of the defendants, and, while wait- 
ing fer the jury, rested his head heavily upon 
his hands. Miner, tall, gaunt, and sallow, 
came last, and was for some time unabie tu 
find a chair, his black eyes rolling nervously 
in search of one. 

JUDGE AND JURY. 

Judge Wylie, in his simple dress and 
Quaker hat, was prompt upon the hour, and 
after carefully putting away his aged cotton 
umbrella directed the Bailiff to bring the 
jury in. The twelve men came. They 
looked fresher than was expected from their 
night’s confinement. The experienced ob- 
server instantly concluded that the burden 
was off their minds, and that they had agreed 
upon a Verdict. Never has the jury been so 
closely watched during this trial. First 
caine the foreman, Crane, a tall, spare man 
of 50, fully six feet high, and with a keen 
gray eye and flowing iron-gray hair. He 
was conspicuous above all the jury for his 
intelligence, and had the bearing of a man 
of resolute will. The man Vernon came 
next, and walked erect, as if to show that he 
had made good use of his“ medicine.” ‘They 
all took the places in which they have sat for 
seven long months. 

THE VERDICT. 

“ Have you agreed upon your verdict?” 
asked the Clerk.

He told the jurors that 
they had had a troublesome task; that some 
of them had neglected their business; that all 
had been patient, and he was bound to acce 
their verdict as rendered under their 
in due form of law; but he added that it 
would give great disappointment in many 
quarters, He declared them free. 

RECEPTIONS. 

The crowd surged out. Mrs. Dorsey, above 
her usual woman’s voice, declared she 
must shake hands with each of the jurymen. 
Her friends drew her away. Outside the 
crowd had caught the cheers. opened 
ranks, and the wives of the defendants and 
the counsel were escorted to the car 
with renewed hurrahs. The tall form of 
Foreman Crang was seen. An enthusiastic 
person raised his hat and shouted: ‘“* Tnree 
cheers for Crane!“ They were given as 
heartily as if he had represented the cause 
of justice vindicated. The defendants as 
they came out seemed tc know their friends. 
Miner and Vaile rushed to Foreman Crane 
and pressed their thanks upon him. Crane 
drew away from the crowd and passed off to 
his produce store alone. 

in the court-room Brady waited until the 
crowd was away, when he thanked Judge 
Wylie for his impartiality and the fairness 
of his charge. N 


THE WHY OF IT. 
CONSIDERATIONS GROWING OUT OF THE 
FIASCO, 

Wasutnerton, D. C., June 14.—[Speelal. 
The fiasco of the star-route trial was thus 
complete. But it will be many a day before 
the echoes of the shouts around that court- 
room will die away. The question is asked 
why the Government should have consented 
to have tried so important a case before a 
jury selected in the ordinary way, and why 
a special jury, or a struck jury, such as is 
authorized by law in many States, should 
not have been chosen. The answer is a sim- 
ple one. The law regulating the practice in 
the District of Columbia makes no provision 
for special juries, and the Government 
is compelled to submit its cases te the ordi- 
nary juries drawn in the old way. The con- 
sequence is that the juries in the District 
which have to try the most important cases 
cannot be above the average of juries in the 
great cities, and, for peculiar reasons, they 
may be very much inferior in intelligence. 
One of these reasons is the very large non- 
resident population and the consequentiy 
comparatively smal! numberfrom which the 
jury listscan be drawn. The great majority 


persons in the public service are not 


legal residents In the District ot Colum bia, 
and are very careful not to be. Some even 
of the business-men clalm residence e lse- 
where. The fact that persons not natives 
here forfeit their right to vote for Presid ent 
and all other political rights by surrendering 
their citizenship elsewhere, causes many 
people who are inhabitants of the District, 
and for many years have been, to decline to 
become le residents. percentage of 
the intelligent, substantial citizens, there- 
fore, who are excused from jury service is 
very large. 
GOVERNMENT-COUNSEL—MERRICK. 

The views of the principal counsel for the 
Government in the star-route cases have 
been sought uvon this question. Mr. Mer- 
rick was asked would it have been possible 
to have had a special jury instead ofa com- 
mon jury for the star-route cases. His an- 
swer was: “No, sir. Thelaw of the Dis- 
trict makes no provision for special juries, 
and that is one of the greatest defects in the 
law. It must be remedied before we can 
ever have a fair and impartial trial by com- 
petent men in great cases, especially when 
the defendants have wealth and political in- 
fluence.”’ 

„ KER. 

Mr. Ker, of the counsel for the prosecution 
gives this view of the cause of the defeat of 
the Govrnment today. The jury consisted 
of one man, Foreman Crane, who, by his 
ability and will power, controlled the re- 
maining eleven. This juror does not care a 
straw for public opinion—in fact, he rather 
delights to defy it. He glories in opposing 
superior numbers. Befere War he was 
an Abolitionist, and, in spite of the fact that 
his views were antagonistic to nearly every 
one with whom he came in contact, he was 
never deterred from expressing those views 
—even when in doing su he placed himself in 
eopardy. The counsgl for the Government 

new this, but his intégrity was said to be 
unimpeachable. Money could not buy him, 
but we feared that his religious connections 
might lead him to give undue weight to the 
argument of Ingersoll. There were three or 
four men on the jury who before they were 
drawn said that, if called upon to 
serve, they would never vote for conviction, 
yet they took the book and said they had no 
opinion which evidence might not alter. The 
Government was compelled to select the jury 
under disadvanta which do not exist in 
other cities. in the first place three-fourths 
of the populatiog are ineligible for jury duty.

ssible to get- a jury in ashington from 
— an impartial verdict can be 
confidently predicted, because near- 
ly every man is either direetly or 
indirectly dependent upon the Government 
for his living. In this trial we have had 
every encouragement, all the suppott, moral 
and material, from the Administration that 
it was possible to give. The smailer poli- 
ticlans have advocated Dorsey had 
done so much for the party that be onght to 
be acquitted. These small politicians have 
carried weight, and the result was a verdict 
of “not guilty.” The case was made 
as complete and strong as it could 
be. Dorsey deen left out of 
the trial, I feel sure the result would have 
been different. the Brady-Price 
trial the same difficulties in regard to the 
selection of a jury will have to be met. But 
the proofs that are ready are incontroverti- 
ble. ‘The Government must cows with 
the trials in order to show it is deter- 
mined to at least leave no stone unturned 
to protect itself. The remedy for the evils 
encountered lies with Congress alone. In 
order to insure a fair and impartial trial of 
persons indicted for stealing from the Gov- 
ernment a law should be passed providing 
for a “struck jury.”

William A. Cook, one of the counsel for 
the Government in the original proceedings 
against Dorsey, Brady, et al., is of the opin- 
ion that the result of the star-route trials 
will not have any effect upon the chances of 
the Republican party. „ he sail.

No Decision Yet Made as to What Dis- 
position Shali Be Made of 
the Renegades. 


Crook Striking for the Southern Pacific. 

Tompstone, Ari., June 14.—[Special.|— 
George Rice and Andy Ames have just ar- 
rived from Crook’s camp. Crook broke 
camp at Silver Creek at 7 a. m. yesterday, 
marched eighteen miles across the country, 
and made camp at Joyce’s ranch about 
10a.m. A wagon-train arrived during the 
afternoon with squaws and children. He will 
march today to T. F. White’s ranch and 
strike the Southern Pacific Railroad tomor- 
row, where he will forward the Mexican 
women and children to their homes in Chi- 
huahua. The women are the wives of Mex- 
ican soldiers, and were picked up by Indians 
while following Mexican troops. 

Charlie McComas had not been brought in 
when Riceand Ames left early this morning. 

Chihuahua, the Indian who killed Ster- 
ling, chief ot tha scouts at the time Loco’s 
band broke from San Carlos, was captured 
at their stronghold by Crook, and by him 
sent to bring in the boy if he could be found. 
Crook has no doubtof his return, notwith- 
standmg his crime, either with Charlie or 
news of his fate. 

It is thought that not more than fifty In- 
dians all toid are out, and Nana has gone to 
see them. Ever since their arrival at Silver 
Creek the captured Indians have made big 
fires, which-are thought to be signals to 
other Indians who are thought to have fol- 
lowed Crook to see what would bedone with 
the captured hostiles. 

Officers under Crook state that the General, 
after leaving the strongholds, was anxious 
to get across the line, fearmg to meet with 
Mexican troops, who would certainly have 
claimed possession of the hostiles captured 
on Mexican soil and killed them all with- 
out merey. Crook, it is said, would have 
been compelled b the understanding 
between himself and the Mexicen authori- 
ties to give them up. None of the captured 
have ever been disarmed by Crook, and it 
is stated will not be until orders are received 
from the War Department to that effect. 
From this it would seem that Crook expects 
some international squabble over his cam- 
paign in a * country. 

Crook has in his possession a photograph 
album belonging to the late Judge McComas 
found in the stronghold. Among other arti- 
cles discovered there was a lookinggiass 
marked “J. W. Clark, Tombstone, Ari.,”’ 
which is supposed to be the one 
loaned by Clark to one of the party 
murdered in Charcoal Camp in 
Huchicas by Indians who first raided 
in this section. A number of horses were 
recognized, one ot them as the one ridden 
by Al George, who was killed by hostiles in 
the Dragoon Mountains about the same 
time. On the road home Mexican 
soldiers came near discovering Crook’s com- 
mand,whom they recognized by the captured 
Indians, who were running at the time, who, 
ory “Nakiyah!’—Apaché for Mexican 
soidiers—scattered in all directions. The 
Mexican troops passed close enough to round 
up some cattle belonging to the Indians 
which were being brought in, and drove 
them off. The Indians were much rejoiced 
when the soldiers went out of sight.

Secretary Teller Recommends that the 
Hostlles Be Meld to a Strict Account 
and Punished. 

WasHineTon, D. C., June 14.—No commu- 
nication has been received at the War De- 
partment from Gen. Crook asking instruc- 
tions as to the disposition of his Indian 
prisoners, nor have any instructions yet been 
sent to him. Secretary Lincoln has an ap- 
propriation for the subsistence of 500 Indian 
prisoners, which is available for the care of 
these Indians until some arrangement 
shall have been made with the In- 
terior Department for their final disposi- 
tion. They will therefore be held as pris- 
oners of war until such time as the 
Interior Department is prepared te take 
charge of them. Two considerations will 
have weight in determining where to put 
them. First comes the importance of lo- 
cating them at such a distance from the Mex- 
ican border that they will be unable to re- 
peat their periodical raids: and, second, to 
avoid bringing them in contact with other 
tribes who are now well disposed and peace- 
able, but upon whom they might exert evil 
influences. 

Secretary Teller’s views upon the subject 
are expressed in the following letter: 

DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, WASHINGTON, 
D. C., June 14.— The Hon. R. J. Lincoln, Secretary 
of War—S:ir: I understand that Gen. Crook 
will soon. return to the vicinity of the San Car- 
los. Agency with a large number of renegade 
Indians who are guilty of murder, theft, and 
other crimes. I do not think these Indiuns 
ought to be allowed to return to the agency. 
Such, 1 know, bas been the practice. There 

no permanent peace if these In- 
dians are allowed to murder people, steal their 
stock, and then surrender themselves ana re- 
turn to the agency to be supported vy the Gov- 
ernment. I think the criminais should be held 
as prisoners and punished for their crimes. The 
children should be taken from the parents end 
ut in school. I think we can accept and care 
or the chiidren of school-age. I shali be pleased 
to hear from you as to the number of children as 
soon as you receive Gen. Crook's report. Very 
respectfully, Henry M. TELLER.

TWO VERDICTS.

The Last Few Days of Fine Weather Have 
Made a Wonderful Change in the 
Growing Crops. 


ILLINOIS OATS, 
A MAGNIFICENT OUTLOOK. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 14.—[Special.)—The 
area of the growing crop of Oats is larger than 
that of 1882, when the largest crop ever pro- 
duced in the State was grown. The late oat 
crop of the State was neariy 100,000,000 bushels, 
or over one-fifth of all the oats produced in the 
United States in 1882. Tue following tables are 
compiled from the latest reports received at the 
Department of Agriculture here, and represent 
each locality in the State. 

The reports are furnished the department by 
experienced farmers of much observation, who 
bave proved their efficiency and good judgment 
in this work by maoy years of creditable service 
as crop correspondents of the State and National 
departments. 

The area devoted to thiscropin 1882 of 2.401. 
655 acres produced 99,275,880 bushels, valued at 
$41,062,611 in first bands. 

NORTHERN DIVISION, 

In the northern division of the State where 
the great bulk of this crop is produced the area 
is 4 per cent better than last season, and the 
condition June 1 promised nearly an average 
yield per acre. The condition of this crop is 


some better than on the Ist of May, when the 
prospects were encouraging for 97 per cent of 
an average yield per acre ou the increased area. 
With favorable condidons until darvest the 
ield per acre of oats in Nortbern [ilinois will 
as large as that of the exceptionaily 
crop of 1882. 

The following table gives the comparative 
acreage as well as the condition May I. and June 
1. 1888, and June 1, 1882, for the ru coun- 
ties: 
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The largest increase in area over last season 
is reported in the Counties of Bureau, Hender-

SOUTHERN DIVISION. 

The large decrease in area in afewof the 
southern counties reduces the area seeded to 
oats in the division about 5 per cent when com- 
pared with that of 1882. The follOwing counties 
show an increase in the area of oats over that of 
the previous year: White, 121; Washington, 
110; St. Clair, 100; Alexander and Madison, 108; 
Boad and Hamiiton, 106; Massac, ; Monroe 
and Union, 104; Johnson and Pope, 108; Fayette, 
102. The conditions have not been as favorable 
for oats in the southern portion of the State as 
elsewhere, and from present pros there 
will not be an average yield per acre in this sec- 
tion. Thecondition of oats bas not improved 
during the last mooth in the lower counties, and 
the present outlook is not favorable for more 
than 91 percent of an average yield per acre, 
which is 13 per cent beiow the condition June 1 
Ie. The comparative acreage and condition of 
oats in the southern eounties this and last sea- 
son is given io the following table:

THE SOLAR ECLIPSE. 


Expedition 
South 


Return of the Scientific 
from Caroline Isiand in the 
Pacific Sea. 

SAN Francisco, Cal, June 12.—The members 
of the expedition sent to Caroline Island to ob- 
serve the solar eclipse of May 6 arrived from 
Honolulu yesterday, except Meesrs. Preston and 
Brown, who remained at Honoluiu to make 
pendulum observations. The party reached 
Caroline Island April 20, and were joined by the 
French astronomers two days later. The weather 
wae favorable at thetime of the eclipse, and all 
the observations planned were suceessfully 
made. No intramercurial planets were dis- 
covered. Observations with spectroscope 
were so devised that the coronal spectrum 
on two opposit sides of the sun could be simul- 
taneously examined, showing that at the begin- 
ning of totality the 1,474 line was about twelve 
miuutes in leogth on the eastern limb, and ex- 
tremely sbort and faint on the western limb. As 
the eciipse advanced this inequality vanished, so 
thatat mideclipse the lines were equal, while 
at the end of totality the conditions at the be- 
ginning were reversed. This change was many 
times greater than any change due to the 
moon's motion, and is regarded by Dr. Hastings 
as conciusive proof that the outer corona is 
chietly due to refraction. The dark D lines were 
seen in the corona, as well as bright hydrogen 
and magnesium lines. The English pbotog- 
rapber obtained negatives of the corona of its 
spectrum containing a number of bright lines 
and aiso the reversal of the lines at beginning 
and end of totality. 

Meteorological observations showed a rise in 
the barometric pressure, a falPin temperature 
to that of nigbt, a rise in bumidity, and no change 
in either direction or velocity of wind. Radi- 
ator observations showed that the receipt of 
heat by the earth almost whuily ceared. Tue 
azimuths of the shadow fringes were obtained 
and their distances estimated. The French as- 
tronomers obtained pbotographs of the corona 
and of the sky in the vicinity of the sun, and 
observed dark lines in the coronai spectrum, 
Tbe chromosphere was unusually quiescent. 
Tune corona wus bright, with tive well-defined 
streamers. The usua! observations of coutacts 
and the position of the station were made. All the 
members of the expeditiou are in good beaith. 
The French astronomers are expected at this 
port in a few days.

Ax advance in the price of beef in the En- 
giish market has become associated in the 
minds of the consumers with the idea that 
the Government was unnecessarily severe in 
enfurcing the laws relating to the importa- 
tion of American cattle. An influential 
deputation representing about 10,000,000 peo- 
ple waited on Lord Carlingford Wednesday 
and protested at the “restriction of the food 
supply.” They were informed that the fall- 
ing off in the importation of American 
beeves was occasioned by the enhanced 
prices prevailing on this side of 
the ocean, and not to the compulsory 
slaughter at British ports. He further said 
that no strain would be put upon the laws 
regarding the importation of cattle from this 
country. It is probable that “me Lord“ has 
atsome time partaken of Gillett’s or Cul- 
bertson’s prize beef from the Chicago Fat- 
Cattle Show, 

Tux disposition of the prisoners which 
Gen. Crook brought back with him to Ari- 
zona is likely to be a knotty problem. It is 
desirable to remove them so far from the 
border as to prevent a repetition of their re- 
cent raids and escapes, while at the same 
time it would be folly to place them in the 
neighborhood of hitherto peaceable Indians 
whom they might corrupt to their 
own loose ideas on the value of life 
and property. At this crisis Secretary 
Teller has come before the public in a 
ringing letter, advising that the Indians be 
treated as prisoners, and held to strict ac- 
countability for their crimes, He also calls 
attention to the argument that peace can 
never be established on the border so long 
as hostiles are permitted after each horrible 
atrocity to surrender to the nearest agency 
and be thereafter maintained at the public 
expense. Noinstructions have as yet been 
sent to Gen. Crook, who is quietly moving 
his command to railroad and telegraphic 
faciliti@s. 


ANOTHER of the old-time Abolitionists has 
passed away, The Hon. Zebina Eastman 
died yesterday morning at his nome in May- 
wood after an illness of twelve days. He 
was born in Amherst, Mass., in 1815, At 14 
years of age he was apprenticed to the 
printing trade, Four years later he became 
sole editor of the Vermont Free Press. in 
1837, when Elijah P. Lovejoy was murdered 
by a pro-slavery mob at Alton, Mr. Eastman 
had his attention so forcibly drawn to the 
“irrepressible conflict” that he came West 
and located im Ann Arbor, Mich. 
In 1839 he first visited Chicago, 
but remained only a short time, 
as he thought he saw a field for more effect- 
ive anti-slavery work elsewhere. In 1842 he 
returned to this city and began the publica- 
tion of the Western Citizen, an Abolition 
journal, which soon attained to a large cir- 
culation. In 1850 he was a delegate to the 
International Peace Congress, and in 1861 
President Lincoln appointed him Consul at 
Bristol, Engiand, a position which he filled 
with credit for eight years. Mr. Eastman was 
a man of strong convictions, whose personal 
and political integrity were never questioned.

THE STAR-ROUTE FARCE. 

A verdict has at last been found in the 
star-route cases, and all the swindlers are 
declared “not gullty.“ The verdict is in 
barmony with the frittering proceedings 
which have cliaracterized this travesty of 
justice from the beginning. It is the logical 
outcome of a case which has drifted so far 
from the origina] charge as to be unintelligi- 
ble; of money and influence used in the most 
irregular, if not absolutely corrupt, manner: 
of counsel allowed to consume weeks and 
months in gabble to an already worn-out, 
muddied jury; of a jury the possibility of 
any verdict from whom hung upon the 
chance of one of their number dying with 
delirium tremens. Justice has conspicuous- 
ly and deplorably failed, even when the pow- 
erful Government of the country was the 
prosecutor, and it had expended hundreds 
of thousands of dollars to secure a verdict 
convicting the gang which had plundered its 
Treasury of millions. 

To follow all the details of the star-route 
thieves’ cases in a concise and intelligent man- 
ner is scarcely possible, for since the trial first 
began nearly a year ago it has been so manip- 
ulated and complicated and bedeviled by. 
cunning lawyers that even the jury falled to 
understand them, and at the very last asked 
explanations from the court upon details 
which were unintelligible to the court itself. 
The original charge was clear enough. It 
might have been heard and a verdict 
rendered ina few days. but that did not 
answer the purpose of the defense, for 
under such circumstances their clients 
would have been convicted. They entered 
upon a policy of delay and confusion. 
Every quibble and pretense which could be 
invented by sharp-witted lawyers was re- 
sorted to by them. They befogged and be- 
clouded the case until the original charge 
was as effectualiy hidden as the cuttle-fish 
which defends itself from its pursuers by 
blackening the water all about it. Weeks 
and months were consumed in talking until 
the tired, exhausted, addied, muddled jury 
retired to find its verdict in a state of blank, 
helpless, limp imbecility, with the additional 
prospect that no verdict at all might be 
rendered if the? did not reach it in haste 
and before one of their number went off in 
a fit of delirium tremens. The kindly court,

DUKES’ NEMESIS. 

The dispatch from Uniontown, Pa., print- 
ed in yesterday’s Tumoxk, containing the 
details of the removal of Dukes by young 
Nutt, whose sister he had seduced and whose 
father he had murdered, says: The appli- 
eation fora rehearing in the proceedings 
against Dukes was to have taken place in 
chambers Friday of this week, but that un- 
pleasantness will not have to be gone over 
again. The universal feeling is that James 
Nutt did perfectly right.” Dreadful as the 
taking of human Ute is under any circum- 
stances. and wretched as it is in this instance 
to add a fresh calamity to the troubles of the 
sister and mother, the vast majority of the 
people of this country will unquestionably 
indorse the sentiment of the people of 
Uniontown. Why? Certainly not because 
people are in favor of murder or look upon 
it as a trifling thing, or are averse to the exe- 
cution of the laws through due process of the 
courts, but they are rapidly becoming con- 
vinced that the courts are powerless to exe- 
cilte the laws. In the case of this man Dukes 
they saw the most deplorable failure of jus- 
tice, though he was gullty of the most hei- 
nous crimes a man can commit. They saw a 
jury that was impaneled for the express 
purpose of acquitting him, and saw it per- 
form its infamous work. They saw this 
wretch who has now gone t the bar from 
which he cannot escape defying public senti- 
ment and keeping himself before the gaze of 
the family to whom he had doue such foul 
wrong. They had no confidence that even 
when the case was reheard justice could be 
done. If notin the same manner as upon 
the first trial, they believed he would escape 
upon some quibble or his case would drag 
along and justice would be defeated in the 
end. When young Nutt shot him they felt 
that at last justice had overtaken him, and 
they were satisfied with the result, not be- 
cause they approve of marder, but because 
they had no eonfidence he could ever be 
punished by the courts. if juries could be 
relied upon to convict a man proven guilty, 
if courts were sure of administering justice, 
the same people would be the first to con- 
demn any man who takes the law into his 
own hands. Young Nutt’s act is a very sad 
one and adds new trouble to his afilicted 
family; but is he as much to blame as the 
legislators who steadily refuse to reform the 
criminal laws so that there shall be no occa- 
sion for such deeds of blood?

THE BREW ROAD LAW. 


What is known in Springfield as the 
‘Hard-Road bill“ has now passed both 
Houses of the Legislature, and there is rea- 
son to hope that it will work a material Im- 


provement in the highways of Illinois 


if the 


landowners of the State shall take an intelli- 
gent view of their own interests. There is 
nothing compulsory in the bill, but it enables 
a majority of the voters in every township to 
raise a fund for the construction and mainte- 
nance of gravel, rock, macadam, and other 
hard roads upon a system which will assure 
something like permanency. The material 


provisions of the bill are as follows: 


Fifty landowners in any township or road 
district may petition for a special vote upon 
a proposition to levy a road tax according to 


certain conditions, 


The tax shal! not exceed 


$1 on each $100 assessed valuation of taxable 
property, including railroads, for the con- 


struction of hard roads. 
set forth the locatien and route o 
poséd roads, not exceeding two, 


The petition must 
the pro- 


shall 


stave the rate per cent of the tax and the 
number of years, not exceeding five, for 


which it shall be levied. The vote Is 


to be 


taken by ballots for“ and against at the 
regular town election, and a majority ofall the 
ballots cast is made the warrant for the ex- 
tension of the special road tax, which, when 
collected in the regular order, is to be 


turned over to the 
Board of Highway Commissioners, 


Treasurer of the 


This 


board is authorized to employ a competent 
civil engineer, with assistants, for making 


plans, specifications, 


and estimates for 


the work, to advertise for bids, and to let the 


contract to the lowest bidder. 


It is required 


that the plans shall provide for the grading 
of a roadbed not less than twenty feet wide 
on the surface, with all. necessary side and 
lateral ditches and tile drdins, bridges, etc., 
and a driveway not less than seven nor more 
than sixteen feet wide laid with gravel, rock, 
macadam, or other hard and durable sub- 
stance, and if constructed of gravel or broken 
stone to be not less than ten inches thick in 
the centre and eight inches thick on the 
edges. The benefit of these directions Is 
nullified to some extent in the same section, 
however, by adding that it “shall not pro- 
hibit the making of roads of different width 
or thickness, in the discretion of the Com- 


missioners.”’ 


It is provided in another sec- 


tion that the Cofumissioners shali also have 
the discretion to construct roads wholly of 
earth—soft roads—by a thorough system of 
tile and other drainage, when gravel, stone, 
and other suitable hard materials cannot be 
obtained at a cost within the means in their 


hands. 


All roads constructed under author- 
ity of this law are to be free for public travel, 


and are to be kept in repair by the proper 


authorities, 


While it is possible to make this law avail- 
able fora great improvement in the main 
roads of Lilinois, the bill is conspicuously de- 


fective in leaving such improvement 


to the 


local option of the farmers and landowners: 
past experience has shown that they aro 
more inclined as a rule to avoid the first cost 
of hard and permanent roads than to secure 
to themselves the advantages of a good road 


system, 


The bad condition of the country 


roads in this State, which are absolutely im- 
passable at certain seasons of the yeu, 
amounts to a serious embargo upon business, 
and the farmers share with the country mer- 
chants the losses which are necessarily inci- 
dent thereto. There was one sweeping rem- 


edy for all this. 


It was proposed ina bill 


framed upon a principle repeatedly recom- 


mended by Tur TrinuneE—viz.: 


that the 


State should appropriate a road fund of 


$1,000,000 to be distributed pro 


rata 


among counties, excepting large cities, 


which 


should vote an amount in local 


taxes equal to their share of the State fund, 
and should apply the aggregate to the con- 
struction of the roads on a scientific basis of 


thorough tile drainage. Nad such 


a bill 


been passed a revolution would have been 
worked out in course of time in the charac- 
ter of the country roads in Lilinois, and all the 
agricultural, industrial, and commercial in- 
terests of the State would have been greatly 


benefited thereby. 


Under the operation of 


the law we have described the hope is that 
the more intelligent townships will avall 
themselves of its terms, and, by thus demon- 
strating the advantage of good, permanent, 
and hard roads, will induce other and less 
progressive districts to follow their example.

He had seen 
a jury of miserable wretches, bought and 
paid for the purpose, acquit this murderous 
Lothario. He had seen him go unpunished 
and flaunt himself about the very locality of 
his crimes. He knew that justice would 
never be meted out to him by the law, and 
in his frenzy he added calamity to calamity 
by slaying him like a dog. And still the 
courts continue failing in justice, juries con- 
tinue discharging criminals, wealth co} 


continues to reduce their penaities. Are 
legislators acting wisely by refusing to make 
those reforms in criminal practice for which 
the people are clamoring? Do they not see 
that every year, every month, the work of 
Judge Lynchis increasing? Do they not 
know that if criminals were forced to trial, if 
laws were executed, and if it were certain 
that criminals could not escape, lynching 
would cease? They may continue to pay no 
attention to the demands of the people, but 
it will not be for long. The laws are the 
acts of the people, and the courts are their 

agents. When they fall, the people sooner 
or later reform them, though their remedies 
are terrible. :

He will find it to his 
profit to deliberate long and carefully before

The best part of Mayor 
Harrison’s own party are in favor of high 
license. They, as well as the Republicans, 
deplore the waste and crime that is caused by 
the unbridled commerce in alcohol. The 
Mayor can gain nothing by catering to the 
vile elements of our city slums who resist re- 
form with the desperation of parasites cling- 
ing to that which they destroy. His political 
ambition looks beyond his present position to 
higher posts. The great bulk of the country 
Democrats are in favor of high license, If 
the Mayor offends the moral sense of the 
rural Democracy by allying himself in this 
crisis with the grog-shops and whisky-soakea 
loafers of Chicago, he is not the shrewd pol- 
itician he is taken for. Nothing tat he may 
do will alienate the city Democracy from 
him. But he will find the country Democ- 
racy more sensitive.

Last March an information in chancery 
was filed in the Circuit Court of this county 
by Attorney-General McCartney on behalf of 
the people of Illinois against the [illinois 
Central Rallroad, the City of Chicago, and 
the United States for a decree confirming the 
title of the State of IIlinois to the bed of 
Lake Mighigan outside ot the 200 feet right 
of way of the railroad company, and to pre- 
vent any further encroachment by the latter. 
The Unnols Central filed its answer a few 
weeks later, and prayed for the removal of 
the cause.to the United States court. The 
Attorney-General thereupon moved to re- 
mand ‘to the State court on the ground 
that the case was not ‘removable 
to the Federal courts. Judge Har- 
lan yesterday decided that the case 
came within the jurisdiction of the United 
States courts. Hisopinion wasa full review 
of all the legislation concerning the relations 
of the Lilinois Central Kailroad to the Lake- 
Front, including the original grant of right 
of way, the Lake-Front bill of 1869—subse- 
quently repealed in 1873—the acceptance of 
the act by the railroad company in 1870, and 
its nonacquiescence in the repeal. He held 
that the relief agked for by the State depends 
upon the construction and effect of Virginia’s 
act of cession to the United States, and the 
act creating and admitting [llinois as a State; 
and also that the rights of both parties de- 
pend upon the inquiry whether the repeal of 
the Lake-Front act is in violation of the Con- 
stitution of the United States. For these

Messrs. Lawrence and Parker, Chicago mem-

A NAVAL oyrricrn's VIEWS. 

Vice-Admiral de Gueydon, formerly Gov- 
ernor-General of Algeria, writes to the 
Figaro protesting against the view in that 
journal that this is not the time for rrason- 
ing about Tonquin but for action. “On the 
contrary (says the Admiral) itis more neces- 
sary than ever to reason before adding new 
colonies to old.

DR. GALLAGHER’S ARMY. 
PENAL SERVITUDE FOR LIFE. 

LonpoN, June 14.—The trial of Dr, Gal- 
lagher, Bernard Gallagher, Whitehead, Cur- 
tin, Wilson, and Ansburgh was continued 
this morning. 

The court stated that it considered the 
evidence against Bernard Gallagher and 
Ansburgh sufficient to be submitted toa 

ury. 
"= Justice Grove concurred in the decision, 
but, without expressing an opinion as to the 
ultimate result, he thought there were grave 
doubts as to the sufficiency of the evidence 


as against Ansburgh. 


Mary Gallagher testified that she lived in 
Brooklyn with her brother, De. Gallagher. 
She had never seen Lynch or heard her 
brother was connected with the Emerald 
Club. Her brother always spent his evenings 
at home. Bernard Gallagher, she said, was 
a drunkard, and had given his family much 
trouble.

THE JUDGE’S CHARGE. 

The Lord Chief Justice said the crime 
with which the prisoners were charged was 
one of the gravest and heaviest possible. He 
would not describe the calamities which the 
eMplosives might have caused, as the jury 
and himself shouid consider the facts in the 
case with judicial calmness, Society could 
not exist, he said, if the offense charged 
against the prisoners was not within the 
grasp of the law. hen it was proved there 
should not be the slightest faltering on thepart 
of either Judges or juries. It was sufficient 
for the jury to convict the prisoners if the 
thought one or more of them had med- 
itated violence against public property or 
the lives of the Queen’s subjects for the 
purpose of overawing the Government, The 
ease against Dr. Thomas Gallagher, White- 
head, and Wilson was much stronger than 
against the others. ‘The Lord Chief-Justice 
said: “ Although not required by the letter 
of the law, it was advisable the evidence of 
an approver should be corroborated. A 
large amount of American money had been 
found on Dr. Gallagher when he was ar- 
rested. That fact tended to contirm the 
statement of Lynch that Gallagher was one 
of the chief organizers in America and Lon- 
don of the conspiracy. Although Dr. Gal- 
lagher’s sister had been called as a witness, 
there had been no attempt to prove the 
money had been earned in the ordinary course 
of business. Lynch’s evidence had been 
confirmed in several other important points, 
and he believe it was generally trustworthy. 
He declared the assertion t the nitro- 
alycerene was intended for a legitimate pur- 
pose was incredible, when one considered 
the reckless manner in which a quantity 
sufficient to blow up the half of London had 
been jolted abouton cabs.

and Curtin, and a verdict of not guilty in the 
case of Ansburgh and Bernard Gallagher. 

The tour men found guilty were then 
sentenced to pena! servitude for life.

THE KING AND THE .VATICAN. 

Rome, June 14,—(Special Cable. ] — King 
Humbert kindly gave your correspondent a 
half-hour’s private andignce at the Quirinal 
this afternoon, in the course of which his 
Majesty, with the franknegg, and simplicity 
which have made him 80 popular, discussed 
various matters interesting to Italy and the 
world, Speaking of the Vatican question, his 
Majesty declared that. he had the sincerest 
respect for the person of the Pope, and re- 
gretted deeply that a reconciliation between 
Church and State in Italy seemed go far dis- 
tant. It the Pope were to leave his retire- 
ment for the streets of Rome,“ said his 
Majesty, I teel convinced that he would 
meet with the utmost deference,” 

FOREIGN QUESTIONS, 

Turning to foreign questions, the King 
assured methat it was his only desire that 
his kingdom should live in peace with all 
men. lie had no hatred Of France or any 
other country, I have no ambition save 
to diminish taxation, which is very 
heavy, I admit,” remarked his 
Majesty, and to retain whet we have won 
since Italy became united, We have no 
selfish ambition,“ said the King, “ colonial 
or otherwise. When a people wishes to di- 
minish taxation it does not increase its ex- 
penditure. We have made great prog- 
ress. We need peace.” With re- 
gard to the domestic politics of 
Italy, the King expressed himself perfectly 
satisfied that his Ministers are devoted and 
honest, and his subjects loyal. Wherever he 
went the greatest respect was paid him. 

0 AMERICA, 

In conversation about America, in which 
he seemed to take a lively interest, he ex- 
pressed much admiration for the enterprise 
of the New York press. This led tosome talk 
about the expeditions to the North Pole, 
the discovery of which his Majesty was 
content to leave to the next generation His 
Majesty, after a few more courteous phrases, 
rose and shook hands heartily, saying in 
French, just before parting: “ Were I not a 
King, I should wish to see the world as a re- 
porter.“ 

THE VATICAN AND BISMARCK, 

Rome, June 14.—The action of Germany 
respecting the May laws and the ecclesias- 
tical legislation has occasioned much differ- 
ence of opinion at the Vatican, and there is

In Quito the people camped in the streets, 
fearing a cataclysm, 

In Latacunga the shock was very severe, 
overthrowing several houses, Those re 
maining threaten to fall. Several villages in 
the vicinity were almost destroyed. On a 
diligence arriving at Latacunga the mules 
were taken out and the diligence pulled 
through the streets by men for fear 
rumbling would shake down the houses.

Insanity to Be One Ground of Delense—Touch- 
ing Interview Between Mother and Son 
in Jail. 


Unt WN, Pa., June i4.—({Special.|— 
The —— growing out ot the shooting 
of N. L. Dukes by James Nutt has mate- 
tially subsided since last night. The young 
avenger is in jail, but is treated with more 
consideration than the ether prisoners. He 
refused to talk, by advise of his counsel. 
Public sympathy is almost unanimously on 
the side of the Nutt family. They received 
many telegrams trom different parts of the 
country, with offers of money to assist in the 
defense, The Coroner’s jury reconvened 
this morning to investigate the cause 
of Duke’s death. They examined 
& great many witnesses, but the 
facets adduced do not differ materially from 
what has already been made known. The 
evidence was very indifferent, for the most 
part, the witnesses not knowing who did the 


shooting. 
THE VERDICT. 

After being in session over two hours, the 
jury rendered the following verdict: 

We find that said Nicholas I. Dukes came to 
his death from wounds received from a revolver 
fired in the hands of James Nutt, on the corner 
of Main and Pittsburg streets, in Uniontown, 
the 13th day of June, about the hour of 7:15 
o'clock p. m. 

Dukes' stepfather, Asbury Struble, and his 
mother, with his half-brothers and some 
friends of the family, removed the remains 
of the murdered man to Mason. 

PUBLIC OPINION, 

Nine-tenths of the citizens approve the 
murder and say Dukes richly deserved his 
fate. The legal responsibility rests upon 
Nutt alone, but morally it is divided between 
the principals and their inconsiderate 
friends. Dukes, if let alone, would have 
probably departed from Uniontown after his 
acquital in March and never returned, but 
his friends advised him to resume his old 
life here and endeavor to live down his mur- 
der of Nutt and his defamation of Nutt’s 
daughter. Dukes not only accepted this ad- 
vice, but seemed in a measure to carry him- 
self in public in an tnnecessarily ostenta- 
tious and offensive way. 

NUTT’S MOTHER. 

Mrs. Nutt was visited at her residence this 
afternoon, Care and grief rest in every line 
of her sad face. Her burden is as weighty 
as when fate laid its hand upon her shoulders 
last December. She had recovered from the 
shock last night by the news of Dukes 
death, at her son’s hands, and was preparing 
to make her visit to her boy in 1 

“Poor Jim,” she said, 1 suppose he 
couldn’t stand it any longer. He couidn’t 
wait any longer,” and she laid her face in 
her hands. She referred to the statement 
of her gon. a few 
to her that Dukes had 
street and laughed derisively in his face. 
Over and over again she had entreated him 
to promise her that he would never assail 
Dukes. Toher entreaties were added the 
tearful pleadings of his sister and the earnest 
admonitions of his Unele Stephen, but they 
were of no avail in extracting a promise. He 
would listen patiently toall that was said, 
but never signified what he intended doing. 
No one ever heard bim utter a threat against 
Dukes’ life. 

LOCKED UP. 

Inasmuch as young Nutt’s offense is not 
bdailable, he will have to remain in prison un- 
til his trial, and this will operate to prevent 
any delay. If it were possible to obtain his 
release on security, a bond for any amount 
could be secured in an hour’s time. His at- 
torneys are W. II. Playford and A. D. Boyd, 
the same who prosecuted Dukes. Applica- 
tion was_ made this, morning by Mr. Struble 
to Mr. Boyle to prosecute Nutt, but be 
declined. He secured the acquittal of 
Dukes, and is not now disposed to 
prosecute Dukes’ slayer. Playford says 
the tragedy of last eveving was 
logical outcome of the travesty on justice by 
the Dukes jury, who, if they had meted out 
evenhanded riet to Dukes, would have 

impossible. Of course noth- 
ing can be said definitly as to the line of de- 
fense that will be pursued, but the statement 
that insanity will be a conspicuous element 
in it would not be far wide of the mark. 
MISS LIZZIR. 
Miss Lizzie Nutt was spoken to this even- 
. “] cannot blame Jim for what he did 
last night,” she said, “though 1 am sorry it 
happened. 1 had hoped our trouble was 
over and this terrible affair 
would never come up to torment 
us in any shape again. But it has, and we 
will bave to bear it as best we can. The cup 
of sorrow and misery cannot hold many more 


drops.“ 

Mrs. Nutt visited her son in prison this 
evening. The meeting of mother and son 
under such circumstances was very affecting. 

THE AVENGER. 


Young Nutt bore himself well during the 
interview, and was encouraged to keep up a 
stout heart, that his friends outside were 
legion, and hearty good wishes and substan- 
tial sympathy were flowing in from — 
side. The prisoner has never been consid- 
ered very bright, but in this he may 
have been misjudged. Once, when he had 
been spending sowe time at his relatives in 
this county, his father visited them while his 
son was there. They told the Captain that 
Jim was swearing too much. Said the Cap- 
tain: Does he swear well?“ They an- 
swered affirmatively. Said the Captain: 
„Well, I'm glad there's one thing he can 
do.” At another time itis said young Nutt 
had set his father’s stableatire thoughtlesly, 
and when asked why he had been so careless 
replied that he wanted to see a fire, Still 
again he made the Rev. Alfred Newton 
dance with some of his mischievous pistol 
practice, the reverend gentleman bemg too 
nearly identified with the intended target for 
his general good health. 

A SAD PROCESSION. 


A light spring wagon containing the ele- 
gant coffin enclosing the body of Dukes 
started from the Jennings House at II o’clock 
this forenoon for the home of the deceased’s 
mother in German Township. It was folk 
lowed dy carriages containing Mrs. 
Struble, Mrs. Helen, and one or two 
other ladies, and Asbury Strubie and George 
Struble on horseback, all near relatives of 
Dukes. It was asad procession, and many 
pitying eyes followed its slow movement out 
of town. Nothing occurred to break the 
painful monotony of the twelve-mile ride over 
the tedious country reads. Dukes had often 
driven along this ighway on his journey to 
and from town. he rigidly-erect form, 
checkered necktie, and bigh dat of Asbury 
Struble were also familiar to the dwellers b 
the way, and when he rode by in gloomy s 
lence no spectator needed to ask the mean- 
ing. A number of hands collected at the 
farm-house were the oniy persons present 
to receive the dead and the mourners. 
Doubtless some of the neighbors would have 
been present had they been aware of the sit- 
ua but Mr. Struble had originally de- 
eided in a measure to have Dukes buried in

The Scott law not only repeals the 
Sunday law, which was the basis of German 
defection, but it repeals as well the old law 
forbidding the sale of Nquor to be drank 
where sold, which, although inoperative, 
was liable at any time to become an obstacle 
in the way of the saloonkeepers. Besides, it 
legitimatized the business on payment of a 
very reasonable tax, which the mass of 
saloonkeepers will be glad to pay for the ad- 
vantages it gives them. 

“Do you think the law will suffer by rea- 
son of the clause requiring a landlord’s ver- 
mit for selling liquor on his premises?“ 

„That clause, in my opinion, is undoubt- 
edly unconstitutional and will beso declared 

ithout impairing the main idea of restraint 
aud taxation carried by the law. It was in- 
serted only to secure paymentof the tax, but 
without it the tax will be secured as on any 
other property under general law. So its

Meeting of the IIlinoles Democratic State 
Central Committee. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 14.—[Special.}]— 
The Democratic State Central Committee 
held a meeting this evening at the Union 
Junction with the Democratic leaders from 
various parts of the State and members of 
the Legislature. John Oberly was in the 
chair, and the funereal Mise acted as Secre- 
tary, though Jve Mackin bossed the whole 
job and conducted the businessin his usual 
suave and harmonious manner. Herrington, 
Cronkrite, Welch of Bureau, and McNally 
were among the members of the House pres- 
ent, and Ald. Hildreth, Gen. Lieb, with 
Mackin, represented the Chicago end of the 
committee. There was a long and earnest 
discussion on the question of the double- 
headed the committee in the Third Congres- 
sional District of Chicago, which was finally 
referred to a committee consisting of Cronk- 
rite of Stephenson County, O’Connor of La 
Salle, and Irwin of Tazewell. ‘They retired 
to Mackin’s room, and after going through 
the form of investigating the case reported 
that the “regular” Democratic committee, 
the Van Pelt crowd, should be formally 
recognized. This was agreed to by the main 
committee. It was then decided to ask the 
Democratic National Committee to hold the 
next National Convention in Chicago, 
which was deemed to be the best place 
in the country for convention pur- 
poses. A committee of five was ordered 
to cobperate with Goudy, the IIlinois mem- 
ber of the National Committee, to secure the 
convention at Chicago. Mr. Oberly is a 
member of the committee, and he will ap- 
point the other four hereafter. The Chair- 
Man and Secretary were authorized to or- 

anize campaign clubs throughout the State. 

o other business Was trausacted. Springer 
was not even indorsed for Speaker.

The committee significantly omitted to 
send outa party pronunciamento on the high- 
license question; in fact, the matter was not 
even suggested, much less discussed.

Gov. Foster Denfes that the Germans as 
a Class Are Wedded to the Sa:cous. 
WASmxorox. D. C., June 14.—[Special. | —

made to speak in harsh terms of the Germans 
as a class. That particular. passage in the 
interview had been reported to him by tele- 
graph, and to that he made most emphatic 
answer in his denial of last nigit.

Alleged Decision Denying Damages for 
Discrimination as to Race, Color, and 
Previous Condition ot Servitade.

Bishop Spalding Welcomed Home to 
Peoria from His European 5 
Tour. 
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Archbishop Heiss Outlines the Work o! 
the Council to Be ‘Held 
at Rome.

Welcome to Bishep Spalding. 

Peoria, III., June 14.—(Speciab}]—Today 
has been one of Peoria’s religious Kala days, 
and the most imposing religious demonstra- 
tion which has perhaps ever occurred in the 
State, being the reception of the Rt.-Rev. 
John L. Spalding, Bishop of this diocese, on 
his return to his home from Europe. There 
have been ru of some dissatisfaction in 
the Catholic urch here, and reports that 
the different societies would not turn out, 
owing to disaffection in the cburch caused by 
the late circtilar of the Pope in regard to the 
Parnell fund, but if this was ever the case 
the breach must have been healed, 
and the boycotting of the Pope 
is not to be extended to the minor religious 
luminaries, for the reception was as har- 
monious, unanimous, and enthusiastic as 
saint or sinner could desire. 

A delegation left here at noon to meet his 
Reverence at EigPaso. They were under the 
direction of the Catholic Knights of Amer- 
ica. Six of the Aldermen of the city, in- 
cluding the Acting Mayor, went on the train, 
which made the run to El Paso, thirty-three 
miles, in forty-eight minutes. On this 
train, in addition to a number of prom- 
inent citizens and reporters, was a 
committee of Catholic clergymen, con- 
sisting of Father B. Boak, of St. Joseph's 
Church; the Rev. Mr. Thiebes, of Pekin; the 
Rev. C. Rotter, of Lincoln; the Rev. Joseph 
Calasom, of Metamora; the Rev. James Tu- 
by, of Lincoln; the Rev. Joseph Authony, of 
the Capuchin Church; and Father O’ Reilly, 
of Danville. After a Wait of half an hour 
the train with the Bishop on board rolled 
into El Paso, was hitched.on to the rear 
of the excursion-train, and Bishop Spald- 
ing was conducted back® He was 
warmly greeted by his old _ friends 
as he passed down the aisie. and 
the hand of each was warmly shaken. He 
was accompanied from Chicago by Father 
Vanderhagen, of Louisville, and his broth- 
er, the Rev. B. J. Spalding. and at El Paso 
the party was also joined by Father O' Kelly 
ot that place and Father Weldon of Bioom- 
ington. , 

The Bishop appeared in excellent health, 
and expressed himself as well pleased with 
his trip, although the long journeying had 
somewhat fatigued him.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 14.—[{Special.]— 
In the course of conversation today Arch- 
bishop Heiss said of thé approaching council 
at Rome, which he has been invited to at- 
tend there: 


The matters which will be discussed in the 
conference include the government and educa- 
tion of the Catholic clergy una the instruction 
ot Catholic youth, the administration of church 
property, and the building and directing of 
churebes and other ecclasiastical iustitutions. 
At the conclusion its decisions will be commuanli- 
cated to the various Bishops of the United 
States, and will be made the basis of action to 
be taken by the latter at the plenary 
council a3 soou after the conference as possibie. 
It is wise, I think, as it will enable the Propa- 
— to learn directly from the Bishops what 

needed in the country, while at the same time 
it will instruct the Bishops in regard to what is 
ucceptabie to the Holy See. 

In response to questions regarding the 
probable policy of the conference, he said: 

Very likely the conference will counsel the 
contraction of fewer debts in the erecuon of 
churches and charitable institutions. It 
will perhaps urge the  desirabilit of 
more uniformit in the education of 
the priesthood. e bave at present a large 
number of seminaries in the United States, and 
there is very littie connection between them. 
As to the matter of the iustruction of the 
Catholic youth, there may be something done 
looking towards making provisions for higher 
education, but about that I do pot kagw. There 
ia no likelihood, 1 think, that the cvoaference 
will directly oppose the American public 
sebvols, but the church does not consider them 
sufficient for Catholic ehildren on account of 
their failure to make provision for religious 
training. i myself believe that public schools 
are very good for disseminating worldly know!l- 
edge. 1 have never spoken directiy against 
the m.

AARON HARRIS LYNCHED. 


The Colored Murderer of Edward 
McLaughlin, a Peddler, the 
Victim of the Vengeance 
of a Mob, 


ENTERPRISE, Miss., June 14.—[Special .]— 
As telegraphed to Tun Tamoxx last night, 
Aaron Harris, a young colored man, was 
arrested for the murder of Edward Me- 
Laughlin, an Irish peddler. The negro’s 
own confession showed that the murder Was 
a most cool and unprovoked affair. The 
negro sat down on a log with the peddler 
and engaged him in conversation. When 
the peddler had been thrown entirely off his 
guard, and while the talk was proceeding 
amicably, the negro suddenly shot Me- 
Laughlin through the head, robbed him of 
his money and valuables, took possession of 
the peddler's kit, and left the body to rot. 
His confession when arrested created great 


excitem@ht, as McLaughlin in his trips about 
the country had made friends at many a 


reside. 

Late last night about twenty of these 
friends of the murdered peddler suddenly 
made their appearance on the public square. 
They were thoroughly disguised and armed, 
and carried sledges and crowbars. They 
quietly made their way to the jail, which was 
but slightly guarded. It took but a few mo- 
ments to overpower the turnkey and beat in 
the cell doors. Harris was quickly Secured, 
and in spite of his piteous appeals for mercy 
was taken in charge by the mob. They con- 
ducted him to the railroad bridge, buta short 
distance away, and soon the negro’s lifeless 
body was dangling at the end of a swaying 
rope.

Settlement A the Differences at Ny 
View—The Works to HKesume Opera- 
tions Monday. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 14.—|Special.}]— 
There is great rejoicing tonight among the 
men at Bay View. Today a conference of 
the officers of the North Chicago Rolling- 
Mill Company and representatives of the 
strikers was held, which resulted in an amic- 
able settlement of all matters in dispute, 
The new scale of prices was signed by both 
the officers of the company aud thé working 
men, and the mill will resume operations 
next Monday. The matter of the bi-weekly 
payments was allowed to rest for the time 
being, and monthly payments will be made 
the same as heretofore. All the forenoon 
the representatives of the ironworkers and 
of the Rolling-Mill Company were in session, 
discussing terms of settlement of the differ- 
ences which have existed between them for 
several weeks. Early this afternoon an 
agreement was reached, and the men will re- 
sume work in the mills Monday morning 
next. At the meeting over a dozen repre- 
sentatives of the different departments in 
the rolling-mills held a consultation with 
Superintendent Parkes. Jacob Bullock, 
Vice-President of the union, and R. M. Bar- 
ry, Corresponding Secretary, ably presented 
the views of the men, and after a 
great deal of discussion, the final 
settlement was attained. It is now 


three weeks since che monster works shut 
down and the bundreds of men employed 
about the mills were thrown into idleness. 
The original question of discontinuing work 
for a season during the present depression in 
trade was settled by the action of the Eastern 
Council ef lronworkers. Ilmmediatelv foi- 
lowing this the men employedffat Bay View 
made a demand for semi-monthly payments, 
instead of the present systefu of monthly dis- 
bursements, and this being refused by the 
Officers ot the company, an attempt was 
made to enforce the demand. About 1,200 
men were on the pay-rolls previous to the 
strike, and it is likely that the same number 


will go to work again, as the force is unusu- 4 


ally small. 1,500 being the number at work in 
busy times. 


Coke Producers Shutting Down to Stiff- 
en Prices, Which Have Becoms De- 
moralized. 

Prrrsnund, Pa.. June 14.—[Special.] —Coke 
producers representing 6,000 ovens held a 
meeting here today. The depressed condi- 
tion of the trade was fully discussed and 
various remedies recommended. At a pre- 
vious meeting they decided the only way to 
restrict production and maintain good prices 
was to close down a certain amount of the 
ovens, but at that time no definit steps were 
taken in the matter. Today, however, this 
scheme was carried into effect, and all the 
firms present signed a paper agreeing to 
close down one-third of their ovens, which 
are at present running full time mak- 
ing forty-elght-hour coke. They were 
unanimous in the belief that this would 
strengthen the trade and stiffen prices ma- 
terially. Many of the operators were of the 
opinion that the signing of the iron scale 
would invigorate and stimulate the coke 
trade, but they now claim that the effect has 
not been noticeable, and that they must of 
necessity make some move looking to the Im- 
provement of their business. An operator 
said this evening: “In seven months of 
1880 and 1881 our firm cleared just $60,000, 
but for the last six months we 
have been selling coke at an actual loss. 
This must be remedied, and the only way 
out of the difficulty is to cease producing. 
In December of last year a cry of scareity of 
cars went up from every operator in the 
region. was the scarcity of orders that 
was pincl them then, not the searcity of 
cars. I lull in the consumption has 
lasted ever since. To get rid of their output 
some of he operators cut prices till the mar- 
ket is glutted, and prices are away below 
living rates.” 

Can you suggest a remedy ?” was asded. 

“Yes,” he answered, “if the operators 
will abide by the agreemeut made today to 
close down one-third of the ovens lam con- 
fident the trade will brighten up, and as the 
— increases the price will rise accord- 
ngly.

Democratic precinct of thts city the first Tues- 
day of April last, and the flippant way in which 
the Democratic politicians, Mayor Harrison in- 
cluded, attem t to speak of the whole matter 
gives a greut deal of strength to this suspicion. 

The work done by the canvassers employed by 
the Committee of the Union League Club seems 
upon the whole to be as faithfully performed 
as such work can be done by private parties. 
These canvassers went from house to house in 
the aistrict, which ig bounded by the river on 
the east, by the centre line of Halsted street on 
the west, by the centre of Randolph street on 
the north, and by the centre of Menroe street 


on the south. 
A CLEVER RUSE. 

Under the pretext of being directory can- 
vassers they gathered the names of all male 
persons over 21 years old residing in the dis- 
trict, and the astounding result that 907 of the 
1,112 vote: alleged to be cast in the precinct are 
fraudulent was arrived at by a careful com- 
pa of the canvaseers’ lists with a certified 
copy of the poil-book procured for the purpose.

puil-list must have satistied everybody of the 
stupendousness of the fraud.

To further show bow the ballot-box was 
stuffed and how legal voters were kept away 
from the polls, the following table bas been pre- 
pared from the canvassers’ liste referred to and 
from the poli-book: .

STOCK TRANSFERS. 

THE STOCK EXCHANGE THINKS THE NEW 
LAW WILL BE ENFORCED—A LAWYER'S 
OPINION. 

The bill cequirtng ali corporations doing! busi- 
ness in Illinois to have an office within the limits 
of the State where the stock may be transferred 
went to the Governor yesterday for signature. 

“The effect of it.“ said Charlies Hearotin, 
“will be that the railroads and other corpora- 
tions will have to establish transfer offices, and 


they will most likely be located in Chicago, 
where the lurger number of securities are held. 

“Can they be compelled to do it?” 

“ That ie what the bill was put through for. 
There was a law providing for such places, but 
no penalty was attached, and the corporauons 
detied the law. This bill provides very severe 
penalties for failmg to comply with its vrovi- 
Sons.“ 

“Isn't it a Stock Exchange measure!“ 

„ Weil, the Stock Exchange looked after the 
bill through its attorney, Jona M. Kountree. It 
is a very important one, and will prove a great 
convenience to the bolders of the securities of 
corporations, aa it applies not only to railroad 
stock, but to all stocks. They bave to be sent 
to New York now for transfer at great incon- 
venience, expense, and risk. Under this law 
the stock can be turned over bere.” 

“ Do you think it will be enforced?” 

“Yes. Plenty of people interested will see to 
that. It is what the oWners of stocks dave 
wanted for years, but there seemed to be no 
one who took sufficient interest in the thing to 
bring it about until the Stock Exchange took 
hold, and owing to its influence the bill was put 
through.” 

A prominent attorney said to the reporter: 

It is very doubtful policy to undertake to 
control the financial affairs of corporamons or 
individuals. I am opposed to that personai class 
of legislation generally, and it may be that this 
bill falls under that head; if so, the best in- 
terests of the State require that it should be let 
alone.“ 

Is it practicable to enforce such a law?” 

“TI can’t say whether it is or not. The courts 
are leaning very far toward any such control as 
legislators may see tit to authorize in respect to 
corporate organizations.” 

“It is understood that this is a scheme of the 
Stock Exchange? ' 

“LT have no hesitation in saying that it is a 
scheme of the Exchange, recentiy organized 
here, to compel action in its interest by the cor- 
poration. It is im the interest of local specuia- 
tion apparently —spedmiation which, in wy 
judgment, is very damaging to the country, as 
are all speculations which have not a business 
basis to go upon.” 

Would the establishment of transfer offices 
here entail much expense?!“ 

Not necessarily. There would bea traust 
agent, and probably a set of books.“ 

“Do you think the corporations will comply? 

Not unless they are forced to.” 

Is there no way to evade it?“ 

“Not if the law is valid. The companies will 
have to comply or pay the S 

“Will they fight the law?” 

don't know.” 

The gentieman also said: 

It bas been the inclination of nearly all the 
leading corporations, especially the railroads, to 
keep their headquarters in New York and Bos- 
ton and other places outside of Illinois.

FURTHER TESTIMONY HEARD IN THE

Shorthand tor the Blind. 

CaIcaGco, June 13.—[Editor of Tne Tribune.) 
— Having received several communications in 
response to the article on “Shorthand for the 
Blind.“ published in Tak TRIBUNE about March 
I. I will reply to some objections urged. As for 
the suggestion of “ replacing the letters of the 
common script by simpie shorthand characters,” 
this has been put into practice tor the last 
forty-five years. In 1838 Mr. Lucas, 
of Bristol, introduced a system of stenographic 
characters to represent the letters of the com- 
mon alfabet. He was followed, in 1839, by Mr. 
Freré, of Londen, who improved on Mr. Lucas’ 
system by using but ove character for each sim- 
pie sound in the English language, by in- 
troducing a number of word sigus. Aud some 
years afcer Mr. Moon, of Brighton, created 
another very extensive literature tor the biiod 
based on the same principle. The above sys- 
tems have been successfully in use ever since 
by a number of inatitutions for the blindin 

ngiand and America; and the majority of 
those woo use the Roman alfabet have adopted 
the system ot Dr. Howe, of Boston, in which 
be gives the letters angularity by form- 
ing his letters with straight lines instead 
of curves. The above facts are certain 
ly very effective arguments in favor of the 
practicability of the geometric characters ot 
phonograpby. The objections offered against 
the arbitrary characters above referred to are 
the same as those against the systems of — 
uation—namely: that they are only intelligible 
to those connected with the certain insti- 
tutions in which they are taught, whereas 
in using the Roman alfabet the blind 
may be assisted in reading by any person 
standing by, and that alsoin writing the biind 
will be evabied to communicate with the out- 
side world. These objections are greatly mod- 
itied, if at all valid, in the use of phonograpby, 
which is so rapidiy coming into general applica- 
tion in the business and professional world. 

How very erroneous the idea is that the blind 
are incapable of seif help is best proved by the 
repo ts of the different institutions. The Per- 
king Iustitute of Boston, the New York lustitu- 
tion for Blind, and others claim iu their recent 
reports that the progress made by their pupils 
ia equal to that of the seeing scholars in the 
same grades in public schools. That a 
bigher degree of education can also be 
acguired by the blind is also well estabiished. 
Therefore they will not fodsborthand too dich- 
cult, and after t is once learned, it will be of as 

reat assistanee to them in saving time and 
abor as it is for those able to see. II may say 
here that the recentiy introduced type-writer 
bas been practicaliy put into service in several 
institutions, and pupils using it have beeu en- 
abied to increase their writing to twice their 
former capacity.} comparatively 
small proportion who will unable 
to learn shorthand are at present in no better 
condition with the Roman alfabet, and will in 
the future, as now, have to remain af: t or 
mat making. 

As said in the previous article, the most intri- 
cate question will be to find principals of insti- 
tutions for the blind who realize the full value 
of a universal system of shorthand, and who are 
willmag to sacrifice their individual pet ideas tor 
the generai good.

A GHASTLY FIND. 


An Officer Fishing in the Detroit Biver 
Brings Up a Sack COontaining the 
Mutltated Remains of a Woman. 
Detroit, Mich., June 14.—[Special.]—Public 

interest in the famous Martha Whitla case, in- 

volving numberiess libel suits and trial for mur- 
der, bas been revived by a new and almost par- 
aliei case. Lieut. Van Viiet, of the Tenth In- 
fantry, while fishing in tne river opposit the 
fort brought upa beavy wheat-bag containing 
the mutilated remains of a woman. The hands 
and feet, which were small, were in the sack, 
but bad been severed from the limbs, and the 
limbs were stripped of flesh. The heart, 
intestines bad been re- 

0 also bad the scalp, 

in fact, all the skin except that 

on the bands and feet, whicn was intact, had 
been taken off. The flesh of the face was al- 
most entirely gone, only small particles clinging 
bere and there to the bones. rom the fact that 
the teeth were badiy decayed it is assumed that 
the body was that of an eideriy woman. There 
was no clothing in the package, nor anything 
eisé that might lead to the identification uf the 
remains. Lieut. Van Viiet reported the facts 
to the commanding officer. who notified 

Justice Kurth, of Spring Wells, and that 

officer held an inquest, which resuited 

in a verdict of death from unknown 
causes. Dr. Fetig, the Post Surgeon, thought 
from the appearance of the body thatit might 
bave come from some dissecting table, but that 
if such were the case the carving had not been 
very scientifically done. The police take anoth- 
er view. and are working on the theory of foul 
play. They think the body was disfigured to 
prevent recognition, and cut to pieces in order 
to pack it into a small space. Thoush her te eth 
were decayed, that fact does not by any means 
prove that she wos advanced in age, 
and the very careful mauner in which 
she was secured in the sack, the 
presence of bricks to bold the package at the 
bottom of the river, and the care wild whicb it 
was fastened toasunken stump, are circum- 
stances that hint plainly at some necessity for 
conceaiment. Was this woman, like Martha 
Whitia, the victim’ of some human fiend’s 
leche — Was sue murdered by some abortion- 
ist ner body hacked to pieces so that if it 
ever came to the surface justice would be 
tbrown off the track? are questions that 
are creating a good deal of locai excitement.

MAYwoop, IIL, June 14.—{Special.]~The Hon. 
Zebina Eastman died at Maywood at 5 o'clock 
this morning of inflammation of the bladder and 
kidneys, after au iliness of twelve days. 


In the death of Zebina Eastman, another of 
the pioneers in the Anti-Slavery cause ia this 
country bas gune to his final rest. For some 
time past the health of Mr. Eastman bad not 
been good, and he passed last winter in Florida 
boping to obtain relief from a bronchlal affeo- 
tion with which de had been for some time 
troubled. While his bronchialtrouble was ina 
measure relieved, other ailments of a serious 
nature set in, and when he returned home a few 
weeks ago he was iuboring under an attack of 
inflammation of the bladder and kidneys. A man 
full of hope and courage, he continued at bis 
work in Chicago until the Ist day of June when 
he went out to his home in Maywood with the 
hand of death already upon bim. From that 
time until his death he suffered great agony, 
which be bore with patience and resignation. 
Looki back over a well-spent life, he faced 
death with that courage whict belongs vaoly toa 
consciousness of duty performed. 

Mr. Eastman leaves a wife, to whom he was 
married in 1840, and who participated in all his 
sympathies and who was associated with all his 
favors and all his struggies. Two children sur- 
vive bhim—Mrs. I. P. Bartlett, of Cheyenne, 
Wyo. T., and Sidney C. Kastman, Esq.,a young 
lawyer of this city. 


SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 


Zebina Eastman was a journalist by profes- 
son, and at the time of his death, with perhaps 
one exception, was the oidest journalist in Chi- 
cago, which bas tically been his home since 
186. He was son of Abijah and Rebecca 
Eastman, and was born in Amberst, Mass., in 
1816. His father was a prominent man of the 
town anda consistent and devoted Christian. 
Both father and mother died when Zebina was 
a child. He was then placed under the 
guardianship of Israel Scott, „an estimable 

ntleman, who discharged ali his duties toward 

is ward in a kind and considerate manner. Be- 
comme much 1 — in literary pursuits 
young Eastman detefmived to ma.e journal- 
ism the profession of his life. Following the 
bent of his inclinations, as a preliminary he en- 
tered the Amherst College priating-office at the 
age of 14 years to learn the trade of a printer. 
Being fond of mechanical — he made un- 
usual progress in bis trade and received rapid 
promotion in the office. Through his uon 
in the college printing-office he was enabled to 
make some Valuable acquaintances and friends. 
Among them was Isaac C. Pray, who afterward 
became distinguished as a writer and a jour- 
nalist connected with the New York Herald. 

Having remained at his apprenticeship for 
eighteen mouths, be realized, need of a bet- 
ter education to prepare himseif for his chosen 
profession. He therefore ieft the printing-of- 
fice and went to the Hadley (Mass.) Academy, 
and prepared for college. Among his fellow- 
students in the batin clase were Joseph Hooker, 
late Gen. Hooker, ot the United States army, 
and Bishop HNarrimgton, of New York. His 
bealth failing him at this time, be was obiiged to 
abandon his proposed coll course, and he 
then joined at Hartford, Conu., bis friend Pray, 
who had become editor of the Hartford 
Pearl. After remaining on the paper for some 
time he removed to Vermouty’ where, associat- 
fue himeeif with otbers, he 
of aye the sole editor of the Vermont 
This paper bad yn A existence of one year, 
but he remained in Vermont three years ~~ 
evgaged in newspaper correspondence and lit- 
erary work. 

AS AN ABOLITIONIST. 

While in Hartford young Eastman became 
acquainted with Myron Holley, and there sprang 
up between the youth and the early and well- 
known Aboiicionist a friendly teeling. With Mr. 
Holley he imbibed larger notions of the righis 
of man, and he soon dismissed all ideas of a 
special literary career and determined to enter 


Ou another field more in consonance with his 4 


natural feeling: While in Vermont be bad pon- 
dered much ou the quescion of slavery,and when, ‘ 
in November, 1887, Elijan P. Lovejoy had been 
foully murdered by a 3 mob at Aiton, 
he made up bis mind to devote bis life-work to 
the cause of human freedom. In the same year, 
1837, be emigrated to the West, and made his 
first stop at Ann Arbor, Mich. In 1839 he came 
to Chicago, but only remained a short time, 
when be went to Peoria, where be worked fora 
time on the Peoria Register, then edited by 
Samuel H. Davis. On the advice of Mr. 
Davis de subsequentiy went to Heu- 
nepip, and joined the veteran Abo- 
itionist, Benjamin Lundy, in publish the 
Genius of Universal Emancipation. Mr. Lundy 
dying soon after Mr. Eastman had joined him, 
the latter succeeded to his paper. In 1840 he as- 
sociated himself with Hooper Warren, of Ed- 
wardsvilie, one of the early anti-siavery men in 
Illioois. in publishing the Genius of Liberty at 
Lowell, III., whieh was the inception of the 
Genius of Universal Emancipation. In 1842 Mr. 
Eastman returned to Chicago and commenced 
the publication of the Western Citizen, which in 
a few years had the largest circulation of any 
paper in the West. The Citizen became the or- 
gan of the Liberty party in the Northwest. This 
paper was followed by the Free West. still under 
the editorial and business management of Mr. 
Eastman, exercising a great influence among 
the members of the Liberty party. As a polit- 
ical man Mr. Eastman was always practicai, aud 
never forsook the substance to chase e 
shadow. He always dealt his blows wherever he 
thought they would do the most good to the 
cause despite the clamors of the more ultga men 
of his party. 

In 1850 Mr. Eastman was sent as a delerute 
from Illinois to the Peace Congress, which met 
at Fraukfurt-on-the-Main in that year. He 
there for the first time met Elihu Burritt and 
formed a lasting friendship with the distin- 
guished philanthropist. Mr. Eastman wrote a 
series of letters from abroad, which were widely 
read, and which be was contemplating repub- 
lishing in bouk-form at the time of his death. 

HIS POLITICAL PART. 

In tho somewhat celebrated contest for Con- 
gress between Washburne and Campbell, in 1452, 
in the then First District of Illinois, extending 
from Galena to Waukegan, Mr. Eastman de- 
clined to support the distinctive Abolition can- 
didate, but recommended the Free-Soilers to 
vote for Mr. Washburne, preferring bim to the 
Hon. Thompson Campbell, the then Congress- 
man, who it was alleged bad violated his 
a made two years previous. In 1856 the 

iberty party was practically merged in 
the Republican party, and a distinctive organ 
being no longer necessary the Free West sub- 
scription list was transferred to Tas CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE. Mr. Eastman bad now become an 
important factor in the politics of the State. 
His ability, bis intelligence, his probity of char- 
acter, and bis purity of purpose gave him a 
great iutluence among his oid adherents, and no 
man did more ttan he to weld together the Lib- 
erty and Republican parties. He supported Mr. 
Lincoin for the United States Senate as against 
Mr. Douglas in 1858, and between bim Mr. 
Lincoln there existed the warmest friendship 
for many years. In view of bis high character, 
as well as his capacity fur public position, one 
of the first acts of Mr. Lincoln after bis eiection 
to the Presidency was to appolot Mr. Eastman 
to the Consulate at Bristol, England, an office 
which tne latter filled with satisfaction to every 
one for eight years, 

During the last few years Mr. Eastman has 
devoted what time be could spare from other 
duties to writing historical papers as connected 
with the great Anti-Slavery struggie. A paper 
be read before the Chicago Historical Society a 
year or two ago wasa valuable contribution to 
bistory,and an articie be wrote for a Chicago 
paper on the foundation of the Kepublican par- 
ty some two or three years since challenged a 
wide interest. Atthe timeof his death he bad 
just completed an exhaustive history of the 
Black Code of Lilinois,” which is written with 
great care, and which fills a gap (and a discred- 
table one it is) in the history of the State. With 
an active mind, he was always engaged in some 
work of public interest. Indecd, it may be 
said he devoted bis life, his thought, and his 
energy to the good of the human race. As an 
original Anti-Slavery man, pursuing the even 
tenor of his way in the face of hostile communi- 
ties, and amid contumetly and reproach, bisa name 
will always be linked with those noble men who 
had the courage ia the face of the pride and in- 
solence of the slave power and the flunkeyism 
of the North to denounce the hideous institution 
and lay the foundation of its ultimate abolition. 
Associated in thought and action with such men 
as Benjamin Lundy, Eimu Burritt, Giddings, 
Gerrit Smith, Lovejoy, Wait Talcott. Gurrison, 
aud others, in that advanced guard of freedom, 
his name and memory deserve to be forever 
honored.

HOW TO COOK, 


An Expert on Chops and Steaks. 

The object to be attained in broiling a chop or 
beefsteak, says Mr. Mattieu Williams, in his 
“Chemistry of Cookery,”’ in Knowledge, is to 
raise the juices of the meat throughout to about 
the temperature of 180 degrees Fahrenheit as 
quickly as possible, in order that the cooking 
may be completed before the water of their 
juices shall have time to evaporate to any con- 
siderable extent; therefore the meat sbould 
be placed as near to the surface of the glowing 
carbon as possible. But the practical house- 
wife will say that if placed within two or three 
inches some of the fat will be meited and b 
and then the steak will e smo » 
we require a little more che 
smok and smoking; smok iy that produces a 
detestabie flavor, and smoking that does no mis- 
chief at all beyond a rances. The flame of 
an ordinary coal fire is due to the distillation and 
combustion of tarry vapors. If such a fame 
strikes a comparatively cool surface like that 
of the meat it will condense deposit thereon 
a film of crude coal tar and coal saphtha, most 
nauseous and rather mischievous; but if the 
flame be that which is caused by the combustion 
of its own fat, the deposit on a mutton chop will 
be a little mutton oll, on a bdeefsteak a little 
beef oil, more or less blackened by mutton-var- 
don or beef-carbon. But these oils and carbous 
bave no other flavor tban that of cooked mutton 
and cooked beef; therefore they are perfectly 
innocent, in spite of their * appearances. 

If readers are skeptical, let them appea! to ex- 
periment by puttimg a mutton chop to tne tor- 
ture and taking its own confession. Todo this, 
divide the chop in equal halves, then hold one- 
half over a flaming coal, immersing it in the 
flame, and cook it thus. N ow cut a bit of fat off 
the other, throw this fat on a surface of clear, 
giowing, flameless coal or coke, and when 
a good blaze is thus obtained, im- 
merse this halt chop recklesiy and 
unmercifully into this fame: there let it spiut- 
ter aad fizz, drop more fat and make more 
flame, but hold it there, nevertheless, for a few 
minutes and then taste the resuit. In spite of 
its blackness it will be (if just warmed through 
to the above-named cooking temperature) a de- 
liciously cooked, juicy, nutritions, digestible 
morsel, apparently raw, but actually more thor- 
oughly cooked than if it had been held twice as 
4 doubie the distance from the surface of 

re.

Hides in fair demand and 
steady. Grease and tallow slow, the latter show- 
mg considerabié weakness. There is no change 
to note in the generally sat.sfactory condition of 
the hardware trade. Wool quiet and steady. 
Seeds quiet, flaxseed selling at $1.42 delivered. 
Timothy little offered, and prices nominally un- 
chenged. Hay steady, with the demand princi- 
pally for the better grades. 

Eastern men are understood to be buying corn 
freely here on account of the bad weather in 
the West. The situation is nota promising one: 
up to date. Parties from the country report 
that there is a very wide stretch of corn 
land, embracing a lar e part of that in 
Illinois and Iowa. which looks miserably. The 
weeds are up fully as high as the corn. and the 
latter will simply be ruined if the prevalent wet 
keep the farmers from among it more than au- 
other week. If, bowever, yesterday’s change 
here in atmospheric conditions be a sign of ciear- 
ing up for the West, a few days would wokr al- 
most a magical change in the aspect of the corn- 
fields. 

A party in the provision trade footed up yés- 
terday that the production and receipts of hog 
meat Wednesday amounted te about 3,500,- 
000 lbs. The shipments were about 1,250,000 Ibs. 
The rate of increase in stocks is something tre- 
mendous, but such acondition could scarcely 
be repeated every day fora month. That is one 
consolation.

A New Propeller. 

One vi the chief problems of marine archi- 
tecture at present is the gaining of the highest 
possibile speed for passenger steamers, and to 
attain that object nearly every other considera- 
tion is thrown aside. The Cleveland Herald says 
that a firm located in that city have an appili- 
ance which they think bas solved the problem. 
and will give steamers about double the usual 
speed. The plan has never been practically 
demonstrated, except on a small model. but the 
trial made with this small boat has shown Fully 
that the object desired has been gained. The 
model is about six feet long. with other measure- 
ments in pro wt, At the stern is a regular 
screw wheel. On each side, about a third 

f h boat from 


are about baif the size of the stern 
wheel, but Altogether they give twice as much 
power as the large wheel. ey all turn over 
toward the vessel. The theory of having two 
wheels, one back of the other, has beeu demon- 
strated to be a success by the trial made. There 
are three engines, ove for each shaft, and on 
the model are so arranged as to take up but lit- 
tle The idea is to have the boat as near 
like a fish as possible. The sidewheeil will in- 
crease the boat’s buoyancy, and lessen the fric- 
tion of the water, both of which are important 
items. Again, a tean be ateered by these 
wheels without a rudder, the sime as a rowboat 
can be guided with the oars. Of course the ves- 
sel would not be without a rudder also. The 
side wheels are in & recess at the bottom of the 
boat, and on asteamer 250 feet long the dis- 
placement in ber carr. ing room would be about 
300 tons—a small matter when the increase in 
speed is taken into consideration. 

In the trial the power used was steam sup- 
plied from a small boiler on the boat through 
three smail tubes to three cylinders, which set 
the different shafts in motion. First the stern- 
screw was set going, and boat moved for- 
ward at ordinary speed. Then the side pro- 
pellers were given the power, and the model 
dashed ahead at doubleits former speed. The 
stern wheel was set to backing, and then the 
side wheels used going forward. The boat was 
quickly checked and quickly changed its course 
to one pgs going at ordinary speed, 
experiment of steering without a rudder was 
also practically demonstrated. The inventor is 
Mr. Gartner, formerly of Dallas, Tex., and the 
patentis owned by the Gartner & Hexter Tau- 
dem Screw peiler Company, whose office is at 
Room 70 Atwater Building. Several of the al 
shipbuilders have examined the mo el. and are 
highly pleased with it, but it is questionable 
whether it will find favor on the lakes at once. 
There capacity and not speed is the principai 
object desired. The theory will probabiy he put 
in practice in the near future. 


The Sheboygan- Mystic Collision. 

Regarding the unfortunate yet unavoidable 
collision between the steamer Sheboygan and 
schooner Mystic, Capt. McIntosh writes a letter 
to a friend in which he makes an uunecessary 
effort to excuipate himself from any blame. 
Now the fact is that not one of the Captain's 
friends or those who are acquainted with him 
have ever placed any credence in the false 
assertions that dave been made concern- 
ing the accident. Capt. McIntosh is well 
known on the lakes, and has long bad the rep- 
utation of being one of the most efficient and 
careful navigators that ever commanded a ves- 
sel. The letter says: “I suppose you have 
heard that we bad a collision Saturday night. 
We had some trouble, but not as represented in 
the papers. Wewere running in a fog, and 
assed a number of vessels ali right. We 
eard three blasts of a fog-horn close on our 
starboard bow, and shoved our wheel hard a-star- 
board and stopped and reversed the engine, 
when the schooner showed up fight across our 
bows. We came together and our starvoard 
pow struck the schooner a glancing blow on her 
pers bow. She was eo rotten it made a hole. 
She dropped alongside of us and her main boom 
did some damage to our wheelhouse. We sepa- 
rated, and 1 lowered a boat and sent to the 
schooner to see what shape she was in. They 
told me she was leaking badly, but could not 
sink, as she was loaded with lumber. They 
wanted us to tow her to Chicago, but we could 
not do that, as the fog was so dense that we 
could not safely get hold of ber.”

Mississippi, 102 United States, 
140-1 it was ruied that the judicial power of the 
United States extends to suits by aState against 
an individual, in whieh the latter demands 
nothing from tne former, but oaly seeks the pro- 
tection of the Constitution and lavs of the 
United States against the claim or demand of 
the State; “ that a case in lav or equity con- 
sists of the right of one pay as well as the 
other, and may properly be d to arise under 
the Constitution ora law of the United States, 
whenever its decision depends on 
the construction of either”: and “that it is 
not sufficient to exclude the judicial power of 
the United States from a lar case, that it 
involves questions which do not at all depend 
on the Constitutuon or laws of the United States; 
but when a question te which the judicial power 
of the Union ie extended by the Constitution 
forms an i tent of the original cause, it is 
within the power of Congress to give the Circuit 
© urts jurisdiction of that cause, aithough 
other questions of fact or of law may be in- 
voived in it.“

A Maltlroad Extortion Case. 
Judge Drummond yesterday morning decided 
the case of the People against the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad Company to re- 
cover damages for alleged extortion and dis- 
eriminawon in the matter of freights.

This was an action brought by the State ina 
State court against the railroad company for 
unjust discrimination ia the carriage of freight 
in violation of alawof the State. A petition 
and bond were tiled in the State 
court to {remove the cause to this court, 
under the second section of the act of 1875, 
on the ground that it involved a question aris- 
ing under the Constitudon of the U nited States. 
The controversy arises upon that rt of the 
line of road covered by the Peoria Oquawka 
charter of Oct. 12, 1849, the second sevtion of 
which contains the following clause: The said 
ration shall bave the right to prescribe 
the manner in which said railroad shall be 
used, by what force the carriages to be used 
thereon may be pelled; to regulate the time 
and manner in ich goods, effects, and pas- 
sengers shall be trans and carried on the 
same: and the rate of toll on the transportation 
or property thereon.” The defendant ciaims 
that this was a grant by the State, giving to the 
railroad company, without any qualifications, 
the right to be upon what terms and at 
what rates freight should be transported on 
„and that this grant was protected by the 
Uaited states, and that the law of the State of 
1873 upon the subject impaired the validity of 
that nt in violation of the Coastitumon of 
the United states. © 
A motion is now made to remand the case to 
the State courts because, as the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the State insists, there is no constitu- 
tional question in the case, and the motion is 
founded on the recent decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in Ruggies vs. People 
of the State of Litinois and I/tinois Central Rat- 
road vy vs. same. The only point that 
we can consider here is whether there ap- 
pears to be a question in the case, not whether 
the immunity claimed by the defendant can be 
sustained; and even if we admit for the pur- 

of the argument that by a decision of the 
supreme Court of the United States in another 
case, which should be regarded as settling the 
law upon the subject. under similar facts to 
those of this case, no constitutional question 
could arise that this court ought not to take ju- 
risdiction of the case; yet the 1 a 
which the decision in the two cases ref to 
was placed by the Supreme Court was that the 
charter of the respective companies declared 
that the Board of Directors should have power 
to establish such rates of toll for the conveyance 
of rsons or property as they suould By the 
by-laws from time to time i establish, 
and that the charter of the company 
in each case declared that the ‘laws should 
not be repu ut to the laws uf State, and 
therefore, 1 it was necessarily implied that 
there was power reserved in the State to de- 
termine the tolls of freight and ssengers. 
There seems to be no qualification of that «ind 
in this case, but there is an absolute grant by 

State. Whether the act of the Legisiature 
of this State. of 1873, does impair that grant is 
not for us now todecide. The only question is 
whether a claim can be made under it so as to 
raise a constitutional question, and we think 
that this court, under t act of Congress of 
1875, can take jurisdiction-of the case, and the 
motion to remand is, therefore, overruled. 

Judges Harlan and Blodgett concurred in the 

opinion. 


A Novel Question as to Federal Juris- 
diction as to Actions in Tort. 

Judge Druramond also gave an opinionin the 
case of Kerimg vs. Catzhausen and others in- 
voiving a question of practice never before 
decided as to the rigbt of one defendant out of 
several, ip an action in tort, to remove the case 
to the Federal courts. The Judge said: 

This is an action of trespass de bonis aspor- 
tatis, brought by the plaintiff, a citizen of In- 
nois, against two deféndapts, citizens of Wiscon- 
sin, and two, citizens of Lilinois. Catzhausen, a 
citizen of Wisconsin, one of the defendants, 
made an application for the removal of the 
cause to this court on the ground that there 
was a seperable controversy which could be 
fully determined as ween bim and the 
piaintiff, and in which ho was interested. A mo- 
tion is now made by the plaintiff to remand the 
cause for the reason that it was nota remova- 
bie case. Itis claimed in the petition for re- 
moval that the cefendants who are citizens of 
lilinois are only nominal parties, that the real 
party in interest and between whom and the 
——— the controversy exists, is the citizen of 

isconsin. The pleas of the defendants are 
separate, and it is claimed that in each plea 
there is an .ssue made between the defendant 
filing the plea and the piaintiff, which is solely 
between them and can be fully determined 
by the court. Thatit was not necessary if the 
trespass was joint that the piaintif® should 
sue one of the defendants; that be bad the 
right to sue each one separately, and therefore, 
while others are joined, they are not necessary 

arties to the suit of the plaintiff against Catz- 
ausen, as in the case of a contract of partner- 


ship. 

This, therefore, is an action of trespass against 
defendants who may all be severally liable for 
damages which may have been sustained by the 

jaintiff. or one or some of whom may be held 

jabie and others not. The, question distinctly 
made in this case has not yet been decided b 
the Supreme Court of the United States, and 
am not aware it bas been decided by any Cir- 
cult Court. It is whetherin an action of trés- 
pags brought against several defendants, and 
one of them is a citizen of a different State from 
that of the plaintiff and the others are not, the 
citizens of a different State can remove the case 
on the ground that the controversy is solely be- 
tween him and the plaintitk. and can be freely 
determined as between them.

Other Decisions of Judge Harlan. 

Judge Harlan also decided the case of the 
United States against Goetz & Slade. who were 
convicted in March last, under Sec. 3,082 of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States, of im- 
porting stallions and mares from Canada with- 
out paying duty, and which came up on à mo- 
tion for new trial. The Judge held he had pow- 
er to hear the motion for newtrial,jtnough the 
case was beard by Judge Bunn, as the grounds 
for new trial were filed in court, and any Judge 
who held the court could hear the motion. Also 
it was beid that the offense charged in the in- 
dictment was embraced by Sec. 3.082 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. The motion for new trial was 
therefore overruled. The case will come up 
next Monday before Judge Drummond on the 
question of releasing the prisoners, who are 
now out on bail, by payment of the $500 fine. in 
each case, and remitting the imprisonment of 
six months in the County Jail. ; 

The case of Obaries Osgood’s administrators 
against Robert Artt to recover on a note for 

500 made in May 1856 to the Racine & Missis- 
sippi Kaiiroad Company, was decided in favor of 
the defendant. . 

In the suit of A. H. Burley, assignee in bank- 
ruptey of David Kriegh & Co., against Nathan 
and Henry Corwith the decree of the District 
Court was affirmed. This was a suit to set aside 
a trust-deed for $100,000 made by David Kriegh 
to the Corwiths about three months before the 
Krieghs went into bankruptcy. The Judge said 
the substantial allegations of the bill were not 
sustained by the proof. The evidence did 
not show that there was any agreement 
between Corwith and Kriegh that the 
deed should not be recorded; nor did 
it show that the insolvency of Kreigh wa-, when 
the deed was made, known to Corwith. Cortain- 
ly there wasatailure to show that it was 80 
made with any such knowledge or intent upon 
the part of the grantor and grantec, as would 
entitle the assignee in bankruptcy to impeach 
the transaction as one in vioiation of the pro- 
visions of the Bankrupt law, as inte by 
the more recent decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States. Nordid it 9 that 
Corwith was a member of the firm of D. Kriegh 
& Co. in any general sense, nor that any credirt- 
ors of that firm proceeded upon the groagnd that 
be was a partner. 

In the cases of Mason against the Town of 
Aurora and the Monadnock Savings-Bank 
against the Town of Evans, two suits on rail- 
road-aid bonds, judgments were entered for 
the defendants on the ground that the validity 
of the act under which the bonds were issued 
had been decided by the Supreme Court of the 
United States.

A Novel Kiad of a Suit Against a Land- 
lerd.

She claims 
her busband leased No. 358 Burling street of the 
aefendant, and while they were occupying it the 
floor of the kitehen broke through and she 
seriously injured her foot.

The Damages Fixed at One Cent.

ST. LOUIS TO THE GULF. 


The Atchafalayy «channel Outiet—Plan 
tor Improving the Mississippi and Ke 
claiming Overflowed Lands. 

Hevena, Ark., June 12.—(8t. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.}—Col. J. B. Miles was again inter- 
viewed by your correspondent as to the Atcha- 
talaya River, its probable effect upon commerce 
and navigation, and cut-offs inthe Mississippi. 
Col. M. Said: I should like to talk with the 
merchants of St. Louis on the effect this 
would bave on their prosperity, especially in re- 
gard to their grain trade. If the shipping port 
was removed from New Orleans to Red River 
the distance of steamboat 8 would 
be shortened 200 miles. This of Itseit would 
a great item, as 200 miles would 
miles on the roundtrip. In addidép to this, 1 
ciaim that cut-offs enough could be made 


Cairo to Red River to shorten the river over 160 
miles more. This would shorten the distance 


one-quarter to one-half mile an hour,
